At the outset of the interview 
Mr. Hendricks recalls the days of his novi- 
tiate in politics—his election to congress 
during the free soil excitement of 1851, 
his previous services in the legislature in 
Indiana, and his appointment as commis- 
sioner of the general land office in the sum- 
mer of 1855. Coming down <o later years, 
he says: : 
“Very great progress in restoring the 
proper equilibrium that the constitution 
aims to create has been made since the dem- 
crats obtained control of the house of repre- 
sentatives in 1874. There was, of course, 
during the eight years of General Grant's 
administration a condition of perfect parti- 
san harmony between the legislative and 
executive branches of the government, and, 
consequently, there was no advance made 
during that time either in administrative 
reforii’ of in ‘restraining the tendency to 
centralization. Fhe economy which the 
democratic house of representatives has 
forced upon the administration of the pub- 
lie service can not be truly questioned, and 
should be positively approved by the peo- 
ple. The reduction of expenditure has 
been in very despite of the serried opposi- 
tion of republican congressmen, | 
“T think that since the democrats have 
had control of the house the tendenev has 
been to restore the untrammeled machinery 
of the constitution as the motive power in 
federal authority. The struggle that the

Murphy, a rich lumber-dealer, being stirred 
by the bucolie instincts that lie hid in the 
heart of all well-balanced men, bought 
himself a handsome country seat. He 
shortly afterwards took me to see his pros- 
pective meadows, his speculative swards, 
and his unborn orchards. ‘You need to 
have these meadows—that are to be—dotted 
with fine cows, with large-eyed Kine, stand- 
ing up tothere udders in clover. That's 
what the coming farm needs,” said I, with 
artistic reflection. 

“I thought so myself,’ said Mr. Murphy. 
“But I can’t get any good cows here. I 
sent to abreeder of Jerseys in the north 
and he wants $100 and $150 and even $200 
for one cow. He must think I’m a fool.” 

And so the subject of suppositious cows 
standing in imaginary clover was dropped, . 
and we sougiit consolation for the loss of 
this pastoral picture in the pretty Leg 
horn chickens that were grooping and 
idling in the sunset. 
That was four or five years ago. There 


was then one Jersey cow in Falton 
county. It was brought here by Mr. Coera, 
of the Freedmin's bank. Since 


then Mr. Murphy has sold Jersey cattle for 
$150 each, and has a herd of cows that 
could not be bought for $250 apiece. There 
are fully twenty herds in the county, and 
the love of Jerseys has become to be the 
fashionable passion of the day. Indeed, 
the breeding of these beautiful cattle has 
so grown in Fulton that it has become 

‘A SORT OF SOUTHERN HEADQUARTERS 

for Jerseys. It is our belief that in the next 
ten years these cattle will have revolution- 
ized stock-raising in Georgia, and have 
made Fulton and her breeders, and, there. 
fore, ashort history of the Jerseys, witha 
glimpse at some of our best herds, will 
prove interesting. 

The Jersey cattle came originally from 
the Isle of Jersey. This ‘sequestered isle” 
is about eleven miles longi and five miles 
wide. It is thickly inhabited, having two 
inhabitants to each acre. The yiain re- 
liance of the islanders is in their cows. 
They pay about $25 per acre rent for their 
land, and were it not for their eows could 
not make a living. The Jersey cows have 
been famous for centuries as the best of but- 
ter-makers, having been formerly known as 
Alderneys. ‘They are distinguishable by 
their peculiar dear-like head; their soft, 
mellow eyes, unusually circled with a black 
ring; the black nose and the fine muzzle; 
the slender neck, the fine limbs, the snrall 
size; the erlormous udder, the square-set 


teats; the crumpled horns, the intelligent 
look-and the clean and velvety skin. ‘They 
vary in color from the usual pale 
vellow fawn, though all the  in- 
termediate hues to amber or 
Frenci gray. The gradations of 


eolor on the body are exquisite, the brown 
or amber deepening into black-red by the 
most delicate shading, and lighting up toa 
rich cream color by just as subtie changes. 
Che cows are docile and gentle and are great 
peis. They are intelligent, affectionate and 
kindly, and have inherited to a wonderful 
extent the disinelination to roam of their 
ancestors on ihe cribbed isle. The bulls get 
iv be very vicious after they are two years 
of age and are usually killed when three or 
four years old. Colouel B. J. Wilson had 
to kill Bismaarck, his superb. bull, and Mr. 
Orme once had one to killa mule. Colonel! 
Styles was killed by one of these animals. 
ABOUT THEIR BUTYRACEOUS QUALITIES, 
Itis chiefly as butter-makeis, however, 
hat Jerseys are distinguished. They are 
not very deep milkers, but the milk is ex 
ceedingly rich and full of butyraceous mat- 
ter. Experiments made with the milk of 
Jerseys and of other cattle showed as fol- 
lows: The test is to see how many quarts 
it takes to make one pound of butter. Of 
t.e Jersey 6'4 quarts were needed; of the 
grades 8'4, and of the ordinary cow 11%. 
so that a Jersey cow giving 1239 quarts per 
day would give as much butter as a grade 
viving 1634 quarts, or a Common cow giving 
22 quarts. The milk is rich and yellowish, | 
the cream luying in clouts upon the milk, 
A quantity of milk taken from a Jersey 
and poured into a tube showed 3} inches of 
pure cream in a total of 11 inches of milk 
and cream. 
It is a poor Jersey that will not give her

owner a pound of good yellow butter every 


day that he feeds her. They freqnently 
sive two pounds per day. A yield of 10 
pounds per week is not at all anusual, and 
14 pounds have often been taken. The 
average yieid may be said to be from 8 to 10 
pounds per week. A yield of 500 pounds 
per year is notout of range, 0.112 having 
been actually iaken from one cowin ten 
months. This butterin Atlanta commands 
the year round 40, cents per pound, It is 
never sold at less than that. Mr. E A. 
Robertson, who handles the butter from 
Major Coxs’s farm, says that his customers 
quarrel as to «sho shall have it. The in- 
variable price is 40 cents per pound. Mr. 
Hemphill handies the butter from Mr. 
Rhode Hiil’s place, and asks the same price. 
ihe Jersey butter is simply delicious, a:d 
is standard at the price named. It is rich, 
as yellow as gwd, and sweet. The people 
begin to discover that there are great quan- 
tities of celocnarzine s lt in Atlanta, and 
the - demand tor the Jersey butter gets better 
daily. Ten thousand pounds per week could 
be sold by the Atlanta trade without 
(;ou re, 

Judge John L. Hopkins saysihat a Jersey 
cow—and he has some of the finest in 
America—will pay for herse!f in butter in 
one year, and that the buttermilk and ma- 
nure will pay for keeping her. A pounda 
day for 300 days would bring $2.80 a week 
or $120 a year. 

A gentieman wh. has six or seven fine 
Jerseys says that if he were to die without 
a dollar but his little farm and these cows 
his wife could support her family with 
them. She could get a cash income from 
the sile of butter of S700 to S809 a year; 
cou'd sell three or four calves at $109 each. 
besi ies adding one or two each year to her 
litcie herd. 

Two peculiarities of the Jerseys are the 
early date at whieh they breed and the 
shortness of their ‘‘dry’’ spell, They have 
been known to drop a calf when only four- 
teen months old, and the time usually set 
for dropping the first calf is when they are: 
two years old, During the year that a Jer- 
sev calves, she will give an abundance of 
milk ten months of the year, half the usual 
amount the eleventh month and wil! go out 
only one month. This is of enormous ad- 
vantage in a family cow, and it seeures a 
s:eady supply of milk. She isa very small 
feeder, her sma!! size and her gentle habits 
requiring Very little to maintain her. 

CALVES WorTH $100 WHEN DROPPED. 

It is recognized that a Jersey heifer calf is 

worth $100 the day it is dropped. The Ful-
